Tacos have long been a staple of Eastside cuisine. With the food truck movement of the last few years, 
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chefs and culinary experimenters around LA. have had the opportunity to get a bit more adventurous 
with their fillings. The latest in that long line of revolutionary chefs is Chef Farid Zadi of Revolutionario 
North African Tacos, which recently partnered with Los Originales Tacos Arabes de Puebla for a joint 
taco pop-up in Boyle Heights. The L.A. Times reports braised duck, lamb, and other Algerian-based 
specialties filled the main dishes. The Boyle Heights pop-up was a test kitchen of sorts - Zadi’s brick 
and mortar location is coming to downtown this fall.

After finding out about Glendale and the County's plans to expand and extend the life of the Scholl 
Canyon Landfill, Councilmember Huizar called a community meeting and asked Glendale to come out 
and inform & involve Eagle Rock in decisions made about the landfill in our backyard. He also asked the 
County and Glendale for - and was granted - an extension of the public comment period to August 29, 
2014. 

All trucks use City of LA streets in Eagle Rock to access the landfill yet Angelenos are prohibited from 
using it. For the last 30 years, our streets have endured deterioration, trash blowing off trucks, noise, 
and pollution without our community seeing any benefit. 

At the meeting, Councilmember Huizar called this relationship a "raw deal" for our community and the 
City of LA. Councilmember Huizar opposes the project as currently proposed and will submit comments 
on the Environmental Impact Report, which is currently circulating for comment.

Councilmember Huizar Calls for City Homeless Czar 


Councilmember Huizar formally submitted a motion in Council Friday to ask the city to create full-time 
coordinator, director or czar within the City's organizational structure for coordinating activities to 
address homelessness, including coordination with the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority, Los 
Angeles County, and other government agencies. 

“The City of Los Angeles has long wrestled with the challenges of homelessness,” said Councilmember 
Jose Huizar who represents the Skid Row area. “Given the scope of homelessness in Skid Row and in 
other communities in the City, if we are ever going to effectively address homelessness and get more 
people into the services they need and deserve, we need a Czar whose only responsibility is 
coordinating homeless services and policy for the City of Los Angeles.” 

The Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority is a joint City/County agency responsible for homeless 
services for the City, as well as the entire Los Angeles County, which includes 87 other cities and many 
other unincorporated areas, in all covering more than 4,000 square miles. Given the size of the City of 
Los Angeles and the scale of the problem and challenges of chronic homelessness in the City, Huizar’s 
motion calls for the City of Los Angeles to establish a full-time coordinator, director or czar to manage 
homelessness initiatives across the City, and to coordinate homeless social services with the County of 
Los Angeles and LAHSA. 

Dubbed the nation’s “homeless capital,” Los Angeles has long struggled with one of the largest 
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homeless populations in the country, much of it concentrated in a one-square-mile section of Downtown 
Los Angeles, with other large populations in Hollywood and Venice. The motion was seconded by 
Councilmember Mike Bonin, who represents Venice. 

This call comes on the heels of Tuesday's Operation Healthy Streets announcement. Councilmember 
Huizar joined City and County agencies to announce a groundbreaking joint plan to provide social, 
medical and mental health services to people living on the streets who are being contacted during the 
City’s $3.7 million Operation Healthy Streets initiative, cleaning streets and sidewalks on Skid Row.

Eagle Rock City Hall Improvements Continue, Field Office Re-Opens 

Built in 1922, just one year before Eagle Rock was consolidated with the City of Los Angeles, Eagle 
Rock City Hall was designated Los Angeles Historic Cultural Monument #59 in 1969. Councilmember 
Huizar, a strong proponent of historic preservation fought hard to secure $186,000 in this year's budget 
to renovate and restore this community gem. On Monday, July 7th, construction crews from the 
Department of General Services began work on Eagle Rock City Hall. 

Interior improvements include new paint, remodeling the bathrooms, adding new carpeting and flooring, 
and much more! Exterior improvements will include turf removal, community space, and a new plant 
palette. 

In order to allow for work to proceed as quickly as possible, Eagle Rock City Hall was closed until the 
end of July to allow for the construction to move ahead.

LADWP Now Pays Customers $3 a Square Foot to Replace Their Lawn 

Cash in Your Lawn Incentive Jumps a Dollar Higher to Further Incentivize Outdoor Water Savings 


To encourage more outdoor water conservation, the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power 
(LADWP) has increased its Cash In Your Lawn incentive to $3 a square foot from $2 a square foot for 
residential customers to replace their water-thirsty grass with California Friendly plants and other 
water-wise landscaping. Of the 600 million gallons of drinking water delivered daily in the City of Los 
Angeles, about half is used for watering outdoors. 

All LADWP customers interested in the Cash In Your Lawn Program must pre-apply for a rebate and 
receive LADWP approval before starting the turf replacement project. The Department will rebate up to 
2,000 square feet of lawn replaced, for a maximum cash repayment of $6,000. 

To help customers transition to water-wise gardens, LADWP, through its partnership with the 
Metropolitan Water District of Southern California, offers California Friendly landscape and gardening 
classes for customers to attend in person or take online.

Los Angeles Appoints First Latino Fire Chief 

The City of Los Angeles made history today when the City Council approved Mayor Eric Garcetti’s 
choice to lead the Los Angeles Fire Department. Ralph Terrazas was unanimously voted to the top post 
today. Chief Terrazas brings thirty years of experience to the job. Most recently, he served as Assistant 
Chief for the Emergency Services Bureau. 

In this capacity, he was responsible for leading, managing, and training the approximately 500 members 
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on duty at 54 fire stations through seven Battalion Commanders (Battalions 1,2,4,6,11,13,& 18.). His 
tasks included responding to major emergencies and taking command upon arrival on scene, 
implementation of bureau policies and programs, evaluating Battalion and Company efficiency and 
results, assessing training needs, managing fire prevention, and supervising community and public 
relations activities.

The expected completion date is 
September 6, 2014, which will be followed by a community unveiling ceremony.

David Weidman dies at 93; artist associated with Midcentury Modernism Artist David Weidman worked 
on "Mr. Magoo," "Gerald McBoing-Boing" and other animated cartoons in the 1950s and 1960s, but he 
was mostly a flop as a commercial artist. The thousands of silk-screen prints he made, by hand, hardly 
sold, even though some were priced at $10 and lower. 

But then when he was in his 80s, the Midcentury Modern craze hit. Suddenly Weidman's artworks that 
featured abstract pools of color, mosaic motifs and stylized depictions of animals and people were in 
demand. They were shown in galleries, embedded on textiles sold at Urban Outfitters and even used as 
props on the TV show that became the epitome of Midcentury chic, "Mad Men." 

"I am pleased," he said of his delayed recognition in a 2010 Los Angeles Times interview. "I can't say 
that I'm not." But most of all, he was happy that artworks he stopped making in about 1980 had come to 
be accepted not just as retro objects, but as the creations of an artist with a distinct style. 

Weidman, 93, died Wednesday at his home in Highland Park. The cause was congestive heart failure, 
said his daughter, Lenna Weidman. 

He did not, like many artists who used the silk-screen technique, seek to copy sketches or paintings in 
making his works. Weidman (WEED-man) instead used the inherent attributes of the silk-screening 
process to make his original pieces. "I worked out a blotting technique," he said in a interview last year 
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for the Greater Long Beach blog before an appearance in that city. It involved using blocks of color and 
depictions of objects in varying degrees of transparency. 

His resulting works resembled the kind of stylized backdrops he painted for early 1960s cartoons. New 
York Times writer Steven Kurutz, writing about the 2008 book "The Whimsical Works of David 
Weidman," said the artworks "might bring back memories of childhood Saturdays spent in front of the TV 
with a bowl of cereal." 

Two Weidman prints, including one depicting stylized flowers, showed up on "Mad Men" behind the desk 
of the character Peggy Olson, played by Elisabeth Moss. "The style is very distinctive and indicative of 
that era," said "Mad Men" set decorator Claudette Didul in a 2010 Times article. "They remind me of 
pictures I saw growing up." 

Weidman was born June 28, 1921, in the Belvedere Gardens area of what's now East Los Angeles. He 
was enrolled in Garfield High School but transferred to Manual Arts because it offered more art classes. 
He got a scholarship to study at Otis Art Institute, but before he could enroll World War II broke out and 
he enlisted in the Navy, serving in the Pacific. 

After the war he used the Gl Bill to go to Jepson Art Institute in Los Angeles where his future wife, 
Dorothy, was teaching silk-screening. They married in 1953. 

Weidman worked for several animation studios, often as a background painter, but was frustrated with 
the group process. Wanting to make his own art, he established a workshop in a building behind a liquor 
store on La Cienega Boulevard and started to turn out silk-screens. He found some success selling to 
corporate clients who wanted his prints to decorate interiors of hotels and other buildings. 

But it was not the kind of personal art he wanted to make. "When clients began dictating to me the color 
and the subject, they took me off my rails," he told Find Art magazine in an article published last month. 
Eventually, he morphed the business into custom framing. 

Given the physical demands of the silk-screen process, he didn't start making them again when his 
artwork got "discovered" around 2008. But at local events featuring his art, Weidman would arrive, 
pushing his walker and wearing his leather top hat, obviously delighted to be among young fans. 


In addition to his wife, Dorothy Weidman, and daughter Lenna Weidman of Pasadena, he is survived by 
sons Josh Weidman of Portland, Ore., and Troy Weidman of Dublin, Calif.; brother Ralph Weidman of 
Los Angeles; sister Lillian Zimberg of Culver City and two grandchildren, david.colker@latimes.com
